Dear Harold, 

Thanks for your letter of March 24. I am sorry to hear of your wife's 
accident. 

My belief that Oswald's "companion" on 8 / 9/63 may have been Hernandez 
is based primarily on Bringuier's testimony that, after Cruz and Hernandez 
found Oswald, Cruz went to get Bringuier while Hernandez stayed with Oswald 
(10H37). I assume that the action started when Carlos got back. Also, as 
Bethell pointed out to me, Bringuier would have been expected to make a big 
fuss if he had seen Oswald with a companion, whom he probably would have 
considered proof of a Commie conspiracy. Incidentally, do you know if Doyle 
ever sent a copy of his film to N.O.? Did the papers there get any photos 

on 8 / 9 / 63 ? 

I have seen some of the confidential Minutemen-etc . stuff you sent Hal. 

I appreciate the offer, but I don't really think I need to have copies of 
this material. I have done no research on this angle; Hal and Jim Schmitt 
have. Of course, I am interested in anything you have found, and if you want 
any of your material in safekeeping I would be glad to oblige. I will certainly 
respect your confidences in any case. 

I agree that the FBI's "investigation" of 544 Camp may have been done so 
that they could later say they had told the Commission about it. (it is mentioned 
in the Summary Report, CD 1 , as I noted in my letter of 4/4 to you and Tom.) 

I have sent Tom the rest of CD 179, and the index to 0. in N.O. I also 
offered him the index to W II. Bruce Lewis has been asked to send you the 
Casariego picture and the Nagell clips, if available. 

I have obtained the 2 reports marked at 19H703, which wre not in the ONI 
file, from the Navy using the Freedom of Information Act. They are transmittal 
letters and most of the documents referred to are available. I have some letters 
which indicate that the ONI was not overeager to help the Commission, but in 
general the ONI file seems to be a dead end. If the possibility that Oswald was 
on assignment when he went to Russia is to be considered seriously, perhaps we 
should reexamine the case of Robert Webster {former navy man, defected about the 
same time as Oswald, later returned, testified before SISS (not public yet), 
mentioned in several documents in the Commission's files], especially since the 
firm for which Webster had worked, Rand Development Corp., has recently been 
reported to have had federal, including CIA, contracts. 

I also have some interesting correspondence with the Justice Department 
pursuant to the Freedom of Information bill. More on this when it is completed.
